CONFERENCE. 


Agreement Reached on 
Important Matters. 


‘Contributions for the 
Imperial Navy. 


Ready to Make Lions of Boer 
Generais—King Reviews 
Colonial Troops. 


| (BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.}] While the results of the colonial 
conference, which ended today, are 
generally considered satisfactory as 
far as they go, it must be understood 
that their enforcement depends ulti- 
mately upon action by the colonial leg- 
islatures and by the imperial ministers 
whose departments they concern. 

In addition to the Australasian naval 
arrangerfients, by which the Australian 
comtributions are to be largely in- 
creased on condition that certain ves- 
sels be officered and manned entirely 
by Australasians, a general increase in 
colonial naval subsidies was agreed 
to. The scheme also provides that some 
colonies shall allot part of their local 
military forces to imperial defense in 
case of emergency, but Canada and 
| Australia contented themselves with 
agreei to keep their local forces in 
A state of efficiency, relying on volun- 
teers in case of imperial need, as was 
done in South Africa. The contribution 
of Cape Colony to the imperial navy 
was ed at 50,000 annually, and 
of Natal at $150,000. 

The preferential tariff arrangement 
is in a nebulous condition, depending 
entirely on future arrangements be- 
tween the mother country and 
individual colony, the understanding 
being that such arrangements would 
follow the general lines of the Cana- 
dian tariff. The foregoing arrange- 
ments do not represent the unanimous 
opinion of the conference, but each 
resolution was adopted by a majority 
vote. 

KING REVIEWS TROOPS. 
ALSO MAKES A SPEECH.

LONDON, Aug. 12.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.}] Two thousand colonial troops 
here to attend the coronation, includ- 
ing the Canadian contingent, were re- 
viewed by King Edward this after- 
noon on the grounds of Buckingham 
Palace. The King personally fastened 
the Victoria Cross on the breast of 
Sergt. Lawrence, the first man in line, 
after which he retired to the shade of 
an awning, and left the distribution of 
the coronation medals to the Prince of 
Wales, 

The members of the royal party were 
amused at the unconventionality of 
the colonials, who, after they had re- 
ceived their medals, seated themselves 
comfortably on the grass and smoked 
as they watched the decoration oi their 
comrades. When all had received the 
medals the troops advanced and pre- 
sented arms, while the massed bands 
played the national anthem. The King 
stepped forward and delivered an ani- 
mated address, which was greeted with 
cheers and waving of hats by the 
troops.

Pillaged— Bowen Asks 
for War Vessel. 


(BY THE NEW ASPOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

PORT OF SPAIN (Trinidad Aug. 12. 
~[By South American Cable} Details 
of the fighting at Barcelona, Venesuela, 
received here by boat, show that a 
battle started on Sunday, August 3, 
and before Wednesday, the ,revolution- 
ists entered the city. They kept up a 
continuous fire day and night, destroy- 
ing houses one by one to reach the 
center of the city. At midnight on 
‘Thursday two-thirds of the city was 
in the power of the revolutionists. On 
Friday the government strongholds 
were carried, and the last survivors 
of the governmerit officers tried to es- 
cape by the river to the sea, but failing 
in this they made one last stand, after 
which, at noon Friday they surren- 
dered to the revolutionist commanders, 
3 Francisco, Monagas and Pla- 
ero. 

Among those taken prisoners are 
Martin Marcano, president of the State 
of Barcelona, and commander of the 
government troops, eight generals and 
twenty-three colonels. The dead on 
both sides numbered 167. 

All houses in the city were sacked. 
and in some instances tnoffensive women 
and children were maltreated and 
killed. Stores were pillaged. especially 
those belonging to foreigners, and the 
French cable office was robbed. The 
American, Italian and Dutch consuil- 
ates were pillaged and the consuls have 
asked for men of war to protect prop- 
erty and lives. 

United States Minister Bowen at Ca- 
racas has cabled the United States 
cruiser Cincinnati to go to Barcelona 
without delay.

BOWEN WANTS WAR VESSEL.

Justice Holmes has steadily grown 
in the regard of the lawyers of the 
State, who express satisfaction at the 
news of his appointment. Moreover, 
his appointment pleases the labor ele- 
ment of the Bay State on account of 
his many impartial rulings on matters 
affecting labor, and his evident fair- 
ness in decisions. Massachusetts has 
never had a Chief Justice who would 
not have been deemed fit, in legal 
knowledge and character, for a place 
in the United States Supreme Court. 
But Justice Holmes is eminently fitted 
for this place in many ways. His 
opinions have been marked by more 
literary style and lucidity than have 
been usual in that field, 

Comment from all over the State 
tonight expresses mingled as:tisfaction 
and appreciation of the honor done to 
Massachusetts in the <election of Jus- 
tice Holmes. While learnei in law, 
he is not slavishiy bound by academic 
interpretations.of the law. He has in 
him a spirit of humanity, and in sovre 
ot his opinions, notably those dissent- 
ing from the views of a majority of 
the court over which he was precidirg, 
he has pointed the way to a higher 
standard of equity than that which 
hidebound traditions recognise.

AGENBECK ESCAPED 
WITH HIS LIFE.

HIS THRILLING ADVENTURE WITH 
A LION RETOLD. 


— 


Only the Watchfulness and Prompt 
Warning of His Big Dane Saved the 
Animal Trainer from the Attack of 
the Enraged Beast. 


[Washington Post:] 
noon last week, while dlscuss- 
ing the arrival of a baby lion at 
the Zoo, Miss Laura Nelson Hall, lead- 
ing lady of the Arden Stock Company, 
now playing at the Columbia, told the 
story of how Hagenback came to kill 
his magnificent lion, King Leo, pre- 
sented to him by the Czar. The actress 
related the incident with the art of a 
gifted raconteuse, and her hearers 
were almost as spellbound as if they 
had been actual witnesses of the trag- 
edy. 

Miss Hall. accompanied by her 
father, qa veteran newspaper man of 
Philadelphia, went to see Hagenback’'s 
performance, held in the old Gettys- 
burg Cyclorama, twelve years ago. The 
center of the arena had been converted 
into an immense cage, s that the spec- 
tators were in no r from the 
beasts in the ring. The grand finale of 
the performance Was a pyramid of 
lions, leopards and pun.as, perched on 
tall, tub-like stands. In the center was 
the pedestal on which King Leo was 
to take his stand. This magnificent 
lion had been presented to Hagenback 
by the Czar, eight years before. He 
had been captured full grown in Abys- 
sinia, and had never Lwen completely 
tamed. 

Lions born in captivity and reared 
among trainers are cowardly in spirit 
and are easily mastered by the Great 
Danes, who are their companions. Hag. 
enback had been infor.ned that King 
Leo had killed two traimers and had 
likewise been told that he might meet 
his own death in the same way. Noth- 
ing daunted, he began the work ct 
training the animal, a task that re- 
quired eight years of patient work be- 
fore the Hon would take his place 
with the other animals tn the grand 
finale. With the exception of this ant 
mal, most of the others composing 
the pyramid, had grown up in captiv- 
ity with two enormous dogs of the 
Great Dane breed, by whom they had 
been soundly thrashed and taught to 
obey. So thorough was the instruc- 
tion of these wonderful dogs, that 
Hagenback never attempted to direct 
the movements of the big cats him- 
self, but instead communicated his or- 
ders to his canine assistants, by a code 
of signals which they understood. 

When the cages were wheeled up 
to the arena doorway, the dogs en- 
tered, and drove the animals out into 
the ring, and when all were in, these 
two intelligent animals drove each 
lion and leopard to its proper station 
on the pyramid. If a cat refused to 
leave its cage, they laid hold of the 
animal with their teeth, one on each 
side, and dragged him out, and if 
a lion became restless, and left 
pedestal, the dogs knew it, and lost 
no time in driving him back to his 
station. 

Accustomed to fighting with lions, 
and almost as large as the largest 
lion, Hagenback did not heitate to em- 


One after- 


although the lion gave in to the dogs 
on the first encounter, he never for a 
moment showed the slightest fear of 
Hagenback, who at almost every per- 
formance had trouble with him. From 
the outset of Leo's education the two 
Great Danes regarded him very differ- 
ently from what they did the other 
lions. They seemed to realize that he 
was a dangerous beast, and at every 
presentation of the they 
watched him from their places on 
either side as intently as an eagle 
guarding its prey. 

On the evening in question Hagen- 
back had been having trouble with 
King Leo. When the dogs entered his 
cage and tried to drive him out, he 
would not budge. Instead, he lay in 
one corner growling and spitting in 
very ugly humor. He appeared to be 
afraid of the dogs, and he crouched 
low when one came near, but at the 
same time, he showed no disposition 
to move. Hagenback gave another sig- 
nal, at which the two dogs laid hold 
of his magnificence mane, and tried to 
drag him out, but he showed fight, 
laid back his ears, and clawed at the 
dogs. Usually, it required five minutes 
to get the animals out, and in their 
places, but thirty minutes had pasged. 
— then King Leo had not moved an 
inch. 

This caused the other animals to be- 
come restless and uneasy. First one 
and then another would leave its place 
on the pyramid, and to keep them in 
position one of the dogs left King 
Leo and applied himself to driving the 
other cats back to their pedestals. This 
did not take much effort. for as soon 
as one of the lions or leopards saw 
the Great Dane coming he would leap 
back to his stand in short order. Fi- 
nally Hagenback entered the cage and 
tried to drive Leo out into the arena 
but the latter clawed at him savagely 
several times in succession, and the 
great animal trainer saw that it would 
not do to crowd him too closely. 

The excitement of the spectators had 
risen to a terrific pitch: Al over the 
circus people had risen from their seats 
without knowing or realizing that they 
had done so, and women covered their 
eyes with their handkerchiefs. Hagen- 
back had been in situations of this eorr 
before. and one sweep of his quick 
magnetic eye told him that something

plants, bird cages, bike stands, and 
other articles unnamed, were designed 
for use at the gubernatorial home 
place, near the village of Downey, for 
such a great aggregation of articles 
of utility and “virtu,” as the dealers 
say, would surely overstock, incumber 
and impede locomotion in any but a 
palatial residence. What, then, couia 
have been the object of the importa- 
tion of these carloads of assorted fur- 
niture and other goods, to the village 
which boasts of its immense pump- 
kins, its larged-uddered kine, and its 
indifference to the strident voice of 
the land boomer? 

It is a common practice among 
charitably inclined people to occasion- 
ally hold fancy fairs, where articles 
of various description, manufactured 
by philanthropic ladies, are sold, at 
good prices, by beautiful and charming 
young ladies, to susceptible persons 
of the opposite sex, for the benefit of 
various charitable and philanthropic 
institutions, such as homes for decayed 
gentlewomen, refuges for lost dogs, 
or something of that kind. Now, 's 
it not possible that these importations 
of assorted furniture and other ar- 
ticles, useful and ornamental, from 
San Quentin prison to the village of 
Downey, regarding which the finger 
of suspicion and scorn has been 
pointed at the Governor of the State, 
have really been intended to serve a 
philanthropic and benevolent purpose? 
May it not be that it has been the in- 
tention of Warden Aguirre and of 
Gov. Gage—who, we believe, is related 
to Mr. Aguirre by marriage—to open, 
when the proper time arrives, and 
when a sufficient further number of 
assorted articles of utility and orna- 
mentation shall have been gathered 
together, a fancy fair in the village

If this is the true explanation 
of the asserted furniture industry 
that has sprung up between San 
Quentin and Downey, during the past 
two years, then, indeed, those who 
have been firing accusations at Gov. 
Gage may well hang their heads in 
shame. 

It may be remarked by some that 
such a fancy tair, for the benefit of 
the convicts, as we have suggested, 
would probably be more successful if 
held in a city of somewhat larger 
proportions and population than Dow- 
ney—such, for instance, as San Pe- 
dro, San Francisco, or even Los An- 
geles. However, Downey is the cen- 
ter of a section inhabited by a well- 
to-do farming folk, and is easily 
reached from Los Angeles in a jour- 
ney of thirty-nine minutes by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. Then, 
again, the Governor may have been 
inspired by the public-spirited idea of 
helping his Downey neighbors, by 
bringing a number of people from 
the outside world, to see and admire 
the large pumpkins and lush growth 


of alfaifa, for which Downey is cele- 
brated. | 

Even granting this explanation to 
be true, however, there is yet 
one more little matter which 


would have to be explained by 
the Governor, before his explana- 
tion could be generally accepted as 
thoroughly explanatory—and satisfac- 
tory.

zan (Section 18, page 408, Statutes 


and Amendments to the Codes of 
California, 1889,) declares, among 
other things, “at San Quentin no ar- 
ticles shall be manufactured for sale 
except jute fabrics.” Now, if these 
articles asserted to be imported to 
Downey are intended to’ be sold, it 
would manifestly be in contravention 
of a law of which Mr. Gage, as a Go 
ernor and a lawyer, can scarcely 
plead ignorance. The law does not 
say that articles other than those 
made of jute shall not be manufac- 
tured at San Quentin, but they shall 
not be manufactured for sale.” Con- 
sequently, it appears that it might be 
permissible for the convicts in San 
Quentin to be permitted to manufac- 
ture furniture and other articles for 
presentation as gifts to various par- 
ties outside the prison walls, but 
surely it wul readily be admitted—it 
has, indeed, been so admitted by the 
Governor himself, in his gracefully 
worded epistle, addressed, nearly two 
years ago, to Mr. Convict Larrabee— 
that for a high official of the State 
to accept presents from men whose 
welfare depends largely upon his at- 
titude toward them should be the 
height of impropriety. Thus, it looks 
as if the Governor were placed upon 
the horns of a somewhat robust and 
vicious dilemma. However, Messrs. 
Aguirre and Gage may perhaps claim 
that .we sale of articles manufactured 
by convicts for the benefit of those 
convicts at a fancy fair is not really 
a case of selling, in the sense of dis- 
posing to outside parties for the pur- 
pose of profit. This, it is true, is a 
somewhat Macchiavellian sort of an 
argument, but then “charity”—or, as 
it is more correctly translated, love 
—‘‘covers a multitude of sins,” and 
the people of the State will not be in- 
clined to split legal straws over the 
actions of men who are inspired with 
such a commendable desire to lighten 
the burdens of those men who are 
“unfortunately restrained of their 
liberty.” 

There is, further, one more small 
supplementary explanation, which it 
seems to us Gov. Gage may be called 
upon to make in connection with this 
affair. The furniture factory which 
was in operation at San Quentin, 
previous to 1889, was closed down by 
the State Legislature, in accordance 
with a request, or demand, on part 
of the labor unions of the State, which 
objected to such competition of pris- 
on-made furniture with the product 
of free labor. Now, it seems to us 
that Gov. Gage will probably be 
called upon by his friends and ad- 
mirers, the members of the labor 
unions, to explain how it is that, ac- 
cording to his own admission, he has 
permitted members of his family to 
purchase such convict-made goods. 
This, we fear, would be regarded by 
the labor leaders as a_ set-off to the 
Governor’s claim to their gratitude, 
as the man who “settled the San Fran- 
cisco strike“ —after the strikers had 
been beaten to a finish—unless he 
can show, as we have presumed, that 
his statement in regard to the pur- 
chase of prigon-made goods, by mem- 
bers of his family, is only intended as 
a mask to hide his real purpose of 
holding a fair for the benefit of the 
San Quentin convicts.

EWARK’S NEW GARBAGE SYS- 
: TEM. 

The Municipal Journal and Pngi- 
neer—an interesting and useful maga- 
zine published in New York, and de- 
voted to the interests of good munic- 
ipal government—in its issue for Au- 
gust tells of the system of garbage 
collection which has been adopted 
by the Board of Public Works of 
Newark, N. J. As the question of 
garbage collection is of much present 
interest in Los Angeles, some account 
of the Newark system may offer sug- 
gestions of possible value. 

Under this system the city is to be 
divided into two districts, according 
to the estimated amount of garbage 
to be collected. In the more populous 
district, from. November 1 to May 1, 
ashes will be collected every day ex- 
cept Sunday, and garbage three times 
a week. During the remainder of the 
year, garbage is to be collected every 
day, and ashes three times a week. 

Waste paper is to be collected once 
a week all the year round. In the 
outlying districts, ashes are to be col- 
lected four days a week during the 
winter and garbage two days; while 
during the other months of the year 
ashes will be collected two days a 
week and garbage four days. Resi- 
dents who fail to provide proper re- 
ceptacies for garbage, or to separate 
the different kinds, as required, are 
subject to fine. | 

The ordinance requires that the 
garbage shall be placed in covered 
receptacies that are water-tight,. and 
that receptacles containing garbage, 
ashes or waste paper shall be placed 
on the curb just before the time for 
collection. The contractor fe required 
to provide wagons of metal and to 
see that they are disinfected thor- 
oughly from time to time. The gar- 
bage is to be treated or consumed in 
a proper sanitary way, under the su- 
pervision of the Board of Health or 
the Board of Public Works. Au im- 
portant provision is that it must be 
entirely destroyed within twenty-four 
hours after collection. Ashes may be 
dumped at convenient places, but 
waste paper must be destroyed. The 
contract runs for five years, and the 
contractor is required to make 
monthly reports, showing the number 
of loads of ashes removed and the 
gross weight of the garbage. The 
faithful performance of the terms of 
the contract is required under bonds 
of $50,000.

ELKS TEETH. | 
Big Collection in Los Angeles—Why | 


Used to Be. 


In the big steel safe of a downtown 
curio store there is a whole tray full 
of peculiar looking teeth. They are 
of all shapes and sizes from tiny ones 
scarcely larger than human teeth 20 
_ big fellows nearly two inches long and 
halt wide. 1 are pertectly 
smooth, worn so by the constant ac- 
tion of the tongue. | 
These teeth jcome in pare and only 
from the male/eik, in w mouth are 
-found only two such. They are situ- 
ated just betwen the incisors or cut- 
ting teeth, and the molars or, grinders. 
In this collection there are some five 
hundred teeth, so it may be seen that 
some two hundred and fifty elk paid 
the penalty of death to supply this one 
collection. They are, of course, all for

Shey. are much in demand by 
members of the Elks’ lodge, to whos? 
fancy is due the value at which they 
are held. Often the Indians color 
these with various vegetable dyes, but 
the most vaiuable are those. which are 
naturally colored by the foods which 
the elk has masticated. The only 
color which this natural go gives 
is a shade of blue-green, dis- 
tinguished from all others ot the ex- 
pert, though many artifictally-colored 
teeth are sold to “tenderfeet” at fancy 
prices. 

Of course, there is a natura) brown 
color which comes to such teeth 
through age, but this adds no value to 
the specimen, however, as white teeth

rank next ta the naturally-colored 
green ones in value. 
These teeth, espectally the larger 


ones, are in great demand for watch 
charms, pins, etc., and the profit ac- 
cruing to middlemen and curio deal- 
ers from their sale is enormous owing 
to the low prices at which they can 
be. purchased from natives of the 
countries which the big animals in- 
habit. Nature originally, of course, in-

MANY EARTHQUAKES. 


This Year's Seismic Disturbances 

Have Affected the Whole World— 

Table of Temblors and E-uptions, 
[New York Times:]! The wave of 
seismic disturbances which has tra- 
versed round the world this year—ac- 
companied, as in the case of the West 
Indies and Guatemala, by terribly de- 
structive volcanic eruptions—was keit 
at Bandar Abbas, on the shores of the 
Persian Gulf, where much damage was 
done to buildings, on July 9. 

Bandar Abbas lies at the eastern end 
of the gulf, and the island of Kishm, 
whence the shocks are supposed to 
have proceeded, is situated to the soutn- 
west of the town. 

The following table shows the locality 
and date of the shocks and volcanic 
eruptions experienced this year.
